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ONLY RICH WILL HAVE NYC GUNS 
NRA SPOKESMAN WARNS 


A spokesman for the National Rifle 
Association has warned that “only rich 
men will be able to afford guns in the 
City of New York” because of a new 
city ordinance requiring license fees 
and plans of the city administration to 
immediately increase the amount of 
such fees to $25. 

Woodson D. Scott, Manhattan at- 
torney and Vice President of the NRA, 
referred to an ordnance signed into law 
by Mayor Lindsay, which would pro- 
hibit rifles and shotguns within the city 
limits unless they are licensed and reg- 
istered and a license fee paid by the 
owner. Pistols are already required to 
be licensed and fees paid into the po- 
lice pension fund. 

When he signed the new ordnance, 


the Mayor said the $3 fee was “entirely 
too small,” and indicated that he will 
move immediately to increase the fee 


to $25. 


Scott said the Mayor’s action “is a 
step toward complete prohibition of 
firearms, except among those who can 
afford the luxury of sport shooting.” 


He asked: 


“How many New Yorkers can pay 
$25 to get.a license to keep a rifle or a 
shotgun for hunting or target shooting 
if the Mayor’s intentions are carried 
out?” 

Scott testified before the City Coun- 
cil’s Committee on City Affairs in Oc- 
tober, when the new ordnance was un- 
der consideration. 


NRA Announces National Match Policy 


The National Rifle Association rec- 
ognizes that the crisis in Vietnam is 
imposing a severe burden on the na- 
tional economy and military manpower 
requirements, and it therefore supports 
any move that will eliminate unneces- 
sary expenditures and free funds to 
prosecute the war more effectively, 
Franklin L. Orth, NRA Executive Vice 
President, said Wednesday. 


He continued, “For almost 70 years, 
the National Matches have had the 
continuing support of the Congress 
and the Executive Department of the 
federal government, for they have rec- 
ognized the contribution made by the 
Matches to the Army’s civilian marks- 
manship program. In 1903, Congress 
directed that the National Matches 
shall be held every year, and that pro- 
vision of law has received Congressional 
endorsement since then, except in times 
of national emergency or extreme ec- 
onomic stress. 


“However, the NRA regrets that the 
Department of Defense has tempor- 
arily decided to withdraw its support 
for the training received by thousands 
of civilian instructors at the Small Arms 
Firing Schools conducted by military 
instructors that has repeatedly been 


found to be a significant contribution 
to the national defense. 

“In addition, withdrawal of Depart- 
ment of Defense support for the Na- 
tional Matches means, in effect, that 
five major target shooting events will 
not be conducted in 1968 in conjunc- 
tion with NRA’s annual matches. 

“However, NRA wishes to assure the 
7,000 shooters who attend the matches 
each year that the Association will con- 
tinue to conduct its national matches 
annually, including 1968, even though 
in a reduced basis.”

REDFIELD VARIABLE SCOPE SCORES 
WELL FOR ALL AROUND USE 


When announcing their first new 
scope sight for 1967, the 4x -12x vari- 
able big-game and varmint scope, the 
Redfield Gun Sight Company stated 
that it was designed for “the man who 
wants one scope to do several jobs on 
a year-round basis.” From my exper- 
ience with this scope I am convinced 
that it will serve that purpose very 
well. I presume that by this time it 
will be available to the retail stores. 

As is true of the so-called all-around 
rifle, any variable scope sight has to 
be somewhat of a compromise. This 
is true for the wide power range of 
this 4x-12x scope. 

It is a relatively big scope. It is 13- 
'% inches long, has a maximum dia- 
meter of 2.023 inches over the knurled 
parallax adjustment rings on the ob- 
jective bell and weights 14 ounces. 
This bulk and weight, with the slight- 
ly higher line-of-sight, are undesirable 
features on a true big-game hunting 
rifle. The scope does have long eye-

At the 12x power setting this vari- 
able scope appears to be at least equal 
in performance with the Redfield fixed 
power Master 12x scope which was 
introduced last year (1966) and is ex- 
cellent for long range shooting at small 
varmint targets and precise aiming at 
paper targets at known ranges. Its 
field of view at 100 yards is 8 feet, 
in comparison with 10 feet for the 
older Master 12x scope but I, at least,

For big-game hunting the scope 
could be adjusted to be parallax free 
at 100 yards and would then be prac- 
tical and equal in performance to the 
lower fixed power hunting scopes. For 
most varmint shooting it would pro- 
bably be practical and acceptable if 
adjusted to be parallax free at 200 
or 300 yards. For known range target 
shooting the scope should be adjusted 
to eliminate parallax for the exact 
range at which the shooting is being 
done. 

I would not expect this variable po- 
wer scope to be very extensively used 
for competitive target shooting, except 
for the hunting rifle competitions 
which seem to be becoming popular.

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For this competition the scope could 
be set and taped at the maximum po- 
wer permitted (usually 6x) and thus 
extend the usefulness of this excell- 
ent instrument. 


In the Redfield announcement of 
this 4x-12x scope it stated, “Some 
highly sophisticated internal engineer- 
ing features built into the tube virt- 
ually eliminates change in _point-of- 
impact as power is changed.” I have 
used several variable scopes from sev- 
eral U.S. makers of high quality scope 
sights, including two earlier Redfield 
models, and none of them have ever 
given any change in point-of-impact 
as the power was changed. This 4x- 
12x Redfield scope is no exception. I 
did test it for feature. I first fired ten 
shots at 100 yards with the scope on 
the 12x setting. Immediately follow- 
ing this I fired another ten shots, same 
range and load, but changing the po- 
wer 1x between each shot from 12x 
through 4x, the 9th and 10th shots at 
4x. The two groups, on the NRA 100 
yard target, were nearly identical. The 
second group, changing the power be- 
tween shots, was 0.080” smaller, and 
one point higher score, than the first 
group, all fired at the 12x setting. The 
horizontals and verticals as well as 
the center of impact were virtually the 
same on each target. 


A convenient feature of this scope 
is a short finger-grip stud standing out 
from the power change ring. On all 
Redfield variable scopes I have used 
the power change ring was friction- 
snug enough to practically eliminate 
any probability of the ring being ac- 
cidentally turned while carrying the 
rifle in the hunting field. When the 
ring was left on one power setting for 
a considerable time it was a real finger- 
grip chore to start it turning again. 


The stud on the ring is a real help 
and this improvement has apparently 
been added to current production of 
the earlier model Redfield variable 
scopes. 

To sum up, I consider the Redfield 
4x-12x scope a very excellent multi- 
purpose instrument for people who 
wish to have one scope for a wide 
range of uses.

Dear Mr. Ackor: 


A short time ago, Bob Greenleaf, one 
of our Savage engineers (and a friend 
of your previous editor), called my 
attention to an article that appeared 
on pages 10 and 11 of your April issue. 
I believe this issue predated your taking 
over as editor of the magazine. 

Bob pointed out something to me 
concerning the statement on our model 
110 trigger. Just for the record, if pos- 
sible, I would like to have this state- 
ment’ brought up to date and I also 
think it would be extremely valuable 
information for your readers, especially 
since the Savage 110 action and bar- 
reled action is one of the few available 
(as you. probably know it is available 
in left-hand also). 

The article states “. . . it is a shame 
that no one has brought out or at least 
publicized a good trigger for this 
action.” 

I think many of your readers will be 
pleased to learn that Savage has done 
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it. Within the last few months we have 
designed a new trigger for our 110 ac- 
tion. Now, when someone buys the 
action they don’t have to throw away 
the trigger, and since we make the 110 
action available it means shooters do 
not have to waste money by buying a 
barrel and a stock which they will 
throw away. 

In addition to the trigger change 
there are some other items that are of 
interest. 

1. The 22-250 and 338 Winchester 
magnum caliber barrels are 
straight tapered. Barrels for the 
remaining calibers have a gradu- 
ated taper that eliminates the 
barrel bell for the rear sight. 

2. The bolt head is fully enclosed 
and is now designed to eliminate 
counterboring the breach end of 
the barrel which simplifies cham- 
bering for a gunsmith and gives

A 
dropping off of old time members & 
clubs who, like myself are disgusted 
with expedients and changes and com- 
promises. Haven’t we learned that no 
one can never please everyone? And yet 
like Lewis Carroll’s “Father” we con- 
tinually stand on our head — do you 
think at our age it is right? I propose 
that we make a 3 way match out of 
each target and charge 3 entry fees 
(optional) for each match. Score to 
be: 1. group size 2. Average deviation 
(String measure) 3. Numerical score. 
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True, scoring would take longer & 
would be a little more difficult, but 
could be worked out. This way would 
appeal to a lot of people, because in 
each match there would be 3 winners. 
Participants would have a choice of 
paying for 1, 2 or all three types of 
scoring on each target & wouldn’t 
mind the extra charges as there would 
be three winners in each match & the 
amount of entry fees wouldn’t bother 
most participants in proportion to the 
cost of equipment & transportation 
charges of attending the matches. 
Think of the extra income. Why, 
pretty soon we may have enough to 
own our own range — like the grow- 
ing National Muzzle Loading Rifle 
Association, The growing North — 
South Shooters Association, etc! 
Quien Sabe? 

One more suggestion: Give prizes 
or medals or “someyng” Nothing en- 
courages newcomers like taking home 
something to show how well he did, 
and he’ll be back for more.

Dear Mike: 

Thank you for your very interesting 
letter of August 18. The more I thought 
about my rough ABC tabulation of 
action type vs. barrel weight the more 
exceptions I could think of—so it just 
remains as a general tendency, I think, 
that the more rigid an action the less 
problem bedding it when it is carrying 
a relatively “heavy” floating barrel (all 
other things being equal). 

I was very interested in your details 
of the current method Ed Shiler is 
using to sleeve the 600 action—outside 
the present Varmint/Sporter rules 
though it is. One day (soon, I hope) I 
am going to have a barrelled action 
put together for a 30 cal. bullgun with 
the first 8 or so inches of the barrell 
cylindrical and exactly the same di- 
ameter as the receiver ring. The re- 
ceiver ring and these rear six or eight 
inches of barrel will be bedded in the 
wood in a half-cylindrical channel in 
the stock and be covered with a wood- 
ed handguard, in contact with receiver 
ring and this thick cylindrical portion of 
the barrel (except for the foremost 
1%” or so which will carry the front 
scope block, the rear one being on the 
receiver bridge). A slight longitudinal 
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gap will be left between handguard 
and steel at each side. Stock and hand- 
guard will be surrounded by a cylindri- 
cal metal split sleeve, the splits screwed 
together with screws or bolts 

The barrel ahead of the cylindrical 
portion, and the receiver behind the 
receiver ring will float. NO screws will 
enter receiver or barrel. Inletted into 
the bottom of the barrel—receiver ring 
channel in the stock will be a small 
piece of L-section steel. One arm of the 
L will be behind the recoil lug and the 
other arm pointing forward and lying 
whichever side of the channel that 
torque in the barrelled action when 
fired will force the recoil lug against it. 


30 Newton, etc. 

The thing that is good about the 
30 Newton is its lack of a belt. I have 
heard it said that belted cases are 
harder to make than plain rimless. If 
so, one wonders why the companies 
bother. What is certain is that the 
effective length for headspace of belted 
cases has varied from brand to brand 
of cases. Indeed, it seems to vary from 
lot to lot of brass of one European 
maker! 

I have in recent years seen perhaps 


10 times as many incipient and actual 
head separations in belted brass as in 
rimless brass. This in a variety of fac- 
tory rifles in new condition and among 
careful handloaders who know what 
they are doing when it comes to resizing 
fired cases. So prevalent has this been in 
some calibers — 308 Norma Mag., 300 
H. and H., 264 Win. Mag. — that, at 
times, I’ve wondered if new cases on 
being first fired, were being blown for- 
ward to meet the shoulder in the cham- 
ber, and, bases held back by the belt, 
being torn off forward! I don’t believe 
that one yet! If any increase in case- 
life in the modern, short, sharp-should- 
ered 30 Magnums compared to the or- 
iginal, heavily tapered 300 H. & H. 
Mag is apparent, then I’m nearly con- 
vinced that it is due simply to the fact 
that those individual cases of the mod- 
ern belted magnums of whatever caliber 
which have a too-short base-to-front-of- 
belt measurement will be driven less far 
forward into the neck of the chamber 
by the blow of the firing pin (owing to 
their steep shoulders) than would a 
300 H& H cartridge suffering from the 
same defect, and so less, effective, ex- 
cess-headspace would be created. Your 
comments on this would be appreciated.

I note your mention-of one with 
a 13%” x 28” barrel (in some kind of 
22 centerfire I guess?). Also mention in 
current Field & Stream of one with a 
' Stinehow (Steinhauer?) stock. So, I 
thought I’d ask. 


Actions 
A question I don’t know if you 
would care to answer or not: — Do 


you think that the cylindrical actions 
with side loading port (e. g. Shilen 
action) really have anything to offer 
over the 40x action in rifles of the 11- 


15lb classes’ (exclusive of weight of . 


scope) i.e. Heavy Varmint rifles and 
Bullguns for 1000 yard matches. I 
would very much like to have your 
opinion and the benefit of your experi- 
ence of what you have used and seen 
used in these areas. I always try to 
look at these things from a fundamental 
(so-called “scientific”) point of view, 


and though it appears at first glance 


that such actions as the Shilen would 
have an advantage over the “open-top” 
40x, yet they have such a degree of 
bilateral asymmetry that I wonder if 
their “advantages” are not more imag- 
inary than real. 

Again — I appreciate your taking 
time and trouble to write. It was very 
kind, and a lot of help.

Dear John: 

Sorry for the delay in answering your 
letter of September 1st; by way of ex- 
planation, have been hunting in Mon- 
tana. The weather was hot, nice for 
camping and fishing but not for hunt- 
ing. Since I was hunting for trophy 
heads and none were available, I did 
not pull the trigger but several mule 
deer and elk were available. We all had 
great fun fishing and looking for elk. 
Two of the fellows shot spike bulls 
which were certainly wonderful eating. 

At the present time no variations are 
available in the M/40XB, other than 
barrel length, due to the fact that our 
order situation is such that we can 
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not satisfy customers if we take on 
special jobs. When we were making 
special actions for the International 
Match shooters in Ft. Benning several 
variations of the 40X were made with 
the small loading and ejection port 
constituting essentially the same con- 
struction as Shilen, Hart, and other 
special actions. Our conclusions and Ft. 
Benning’s conclusions were that these 
did not add to the accuracy of a rifle 
in the 10% to 13 Ib. class. 

The contact between the action and 
wood in the stock, or whatever material 
is used in the stock, is apparently of 
major importance. This constitutes such 
a large variable that the added differ- 
ence in the receiver contributed no 
measureable accuracy difference. There 
are so many variables in the 10% to 
13 Ib. rifles that have not been ade- 
quately assessed that receiver strength 
beyond that available in the M/40XB 
is lost in any test which has been scien- 
tifically arranged. Differences in group 
averages less than .060-.100” could not 
be proven statistically different without 
more shooting than the average rifle 
will stand in barrel life particularly 
when the group sizes are in the 4th 
to 3@ths category. 

One of the large variables not ade- 
quately assessed is the difference be- 
tween days or time of shooting. All 
calibers seem to shoof better on some 
days than on others. It is quite likely 
that some of this variable is in the 
shooter. 

Warren Page of Field and Stream 
had Bob Stinehour make the custom 
stock for his M/40XB. 

I am not sure I would sleeve the 
barrel in a Varmint or 1000-yard rifle 
if 14%4” or larger was available in a 
cylindrical section at the rear of the 
barrel. I believe I would install the 
guard screw directly into the bottom 
of the barrel and either fit this portion 
of the barrel in wood or in glass and 
leave all the receiver free floating. I 
have not tried exactly this system but 
see no reason why it should not be as 
good as anything dreamed up by the 
sleeving advocates.

Gold Medal For U.S.

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BLACKASH CLUB DEVELOPMENT AIDS 
SHOOTERS IN NORTHWEST PENNSYLVANIA

What first started as an adventurous 
photographic trip on my part to the 
NBRSA affiliated ranges at Chippewa 
and Reed’s Run in Ohio has along 
with the new Hunter Class of NBRSA 
blossomed into some real interest in 
bench rest shooting in the northwest- 
ern area of Penna. 

In April of 1967 I presented a 150 
slide show complete with titles and 
ultra close-ups of guns, scopes and 
techniques observed at the aforemen- 
tioned ranges. This program was en- 
thusiastically received by forty members 
of the Black Ash Sportsman who im- 
mediately began formulating plans for 
participation in Hunter Class NBRSA. 
The first move was the affiliation of 
the Black Ash Club with the NBRSA 
and this was closely followed by the 
beginning construction of completely 
new rifle range facilities on the Black 
Ash grounds. 

After a couple of false starts due 
to long rainy spells a 45 foot shelter 
was built with five benches for both 
right and left handed shooters.

get butts were installed at 100 and 200 
yards and dates were chosen to pro- 
vide two Hunter Class shoots during 
the summer and fall of 1967. The en- 
tire construction cost and labor were 
provided by the enthused shooters and 
on Aug. 9th a private qualifying shoot 
was held for the range officers of the 
club so they could have first hand 
match experience before the matches 
opened to the general public. Of the five 
only two had ever fired in competition 
before and I was amazed when the 
range of scores turned in ran between 
a low of 238 to a high of 244. All five 
had qualified as Master Hunter Class 
shooters. 

On Sunday, August 13th the first 
Hunter Class match anywhere in this 


area was held on the Black Ash 
grounds with twelve shooters qualified 
in this match. Of the twelve shooters, 
six qualified as Master, five as Hunter 
and only one dropped below the 200 
mark to achieve the Novice Classifica- 
tion. Most amazing was the attendance 
of more than sixty spectators asking 
about rules, gun specifications etc. 

In_ short 
a great deal of interest was shown and 
it is quite likely that the next scheduled 
Hunter Class on Oct. 1 will have more 
than double the attendance.

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including five bench rests for left or 
right handed shooters, a shelter over 
them, double target standards placed 
at 50. 100 and 200 yards and a club- 
house, are excellent. Meaning deer 
hunters will not have to search out 
gravel pits in which to sight in deer 
rifles. Meaning high-power rifle com- 
petition on an enlarged local scale is 
possible. 


Concerning competition, the Black 
Ash Club already has held a Dyna- 
mite shoot and this Sunday at 1 PM 
will stage its first Hunter Class shoot 
as sanctioned by the NBRSA. Accord- 
ing to Hunter Class regulations rifles 
used must weigh less than 10 pounds, 
must not be equipped with scopes above 
six power, must be no wider than 24%4 
ins. and must have a bore diameter 
no smaller than 6mm. Thus, heavy 
bull-barreled competition rifles have 
been ruled out. Other area clubs are 
welcome to observe the range in action 
and discuss with Black Ash officials 
construction of similar facilities. . 


Partly as a result of this editorial 
and our shoot that Sunday, I was re- 
quested to put on the same color slide 
show for the Chibridge Rifle Club at 
Greenville, Penna. and this I did at 
a corn roast held on Sunday evening, 
August 20th. More than seventy people 
attended and again the slide show was 
enthusiastically received. I shouldn’t 
be surprised if 1968 would see one 
and perhaps two additional bench rest 
ranges scheduling Hunter Class com- 
petition in this area which has so long 
been beyond the reach of either of the 
hot beds of bench shooting and I’m 
referring to the Canton-Reeds Run 
and Chippewa ranges in Eastern Ohio 
and the 250 mile distant ranges near 
Wapwallowpen, Pa., and Elmira, New 
York.

Much has been written concerning 
the future of NBRSA and it would 
seem that the enthusiasts of tomorrow 
may well begin in the Hunter Class 
competition of today. It is my private 
hope that with three enthused groups 
in a radius of 35 miles it seems possible 
that Hunter Class matches between 
teams representing their local club 
could be a possibility. These could be 
planned on a home and home basis 
and let all those desiring to shoot do 
so with the highest five or the highest 
ten scores to constitute the match. I 
would like to suggest that NBRSA 
consider the possibility of such matches 
and aid in promoting them. 

I would also like to offer the ob- 
servation that shooting coat patches 


seem to be an excellent attraction to 
beginning shooters and cost consider- 
ably less than trophies. Perhaps the 
NBRSA could make available patches 
with the year, the class or some des- 
ignation to differentiate between 
Master, Hunter and Novice. I inquir- 
ed into this for Black Ash but found 
the minimum order requirements to 
be too great at this point.

BENCH CLUTTER 


by Boris ScHoTTOUT 


The density of brass is about 8.4, 
that is, it is 8.4 times as heavy as 
water. Therefore if two cases fired in 
the same chamber differ in weight by 
one grain we should see a 1/8.4 or 
close to 0.12 grain difference in water 
capacity provided the two cases were 
trimmed to precisely the same length. 

I carefully measured the weights 
and corresponding water volumes of 
twenty 308 match cases and _ fifteen 
.222 Magnum cases using a laboratory 
balance. In both calibers the correla- 
tion between case weight and internal 
volume was so erratic that I was 
forced to the conclusion (as have 
others) that variation in case weight 
is not always associated with a corres- 
ponding change in internal volume. 
Offhand I’d guess that if one really 
wished to hand pick his cases he 
should do so on a volume rather than 
on a weight basis to minimize possible 


variations in “boiler” room. This as- 
sumes the reloader has a better than 
average balance to do his weighing. 
Ordinary powder scales aren’t good 
enough. 

The most spectacular difference in 
case weights that I ever come across 
is in 308 caliber, ie the difference in 
weight between GI National Match 
and factory brass. The cases I have 
differ in weight by 30 grains, the water 
volumes differ by 3 grains or 0.10 
grain water volume per grain of brass. 
This checks the calculated 0.12 figure 
pretty closely. 

While on the subject of cases let’s 
remember that buildup and _ flaking 
off of fouling inside the case, a pellet 
or two more or less of powder, varia- 
tion in primer volume, differences in 
case wall elasticity and small differen- 
ces in bullet seating depth probably 
add up to more varibility in internal 
case volume at time of ignition than 
the volume difference due to a grain 
of brass more or less.
